we. Mart, v{uaily makes rot ſuch an 

4 impreſhon in vs, as Feare, nor 

doth the Thunderboit it ſeife fo 

 gencraily amaze the wor.d, as 

; the Thunderclap : And the 

feare of a Warre , oftentimes 

FZ"75 workes more in vs , then the 

blowes; for while we expe@ aneuill to come ( which 

is the very materiall cauſe of feare ) wee are not able 

in that puzzle {o ſuddenly ro remember or fore-think 

how much manhood can ſuffer, niuch lefſe haue we 

as yet any hope to ouercome it, tor(that which is the 

very formality of feare)it betrayes thoſe helpes which 

Nature of it ſeite would afford vs, if it were conſul- 

fed withall. Feare therefore as vnfortunately con- 

duds the pow*rs of our ſoule,as any coward ever did 

his troupes, the leaſt apprehenſicn of danger rowrtes 

| them, for the eye being ſtill the firſt that is ouercome 

| in any barrel]; their ſpirits are ſpent commonly betore 
their blouds. 

Bu: Nature yet isnot a piece ſoill made vp, as to 

be blowne aſunder with euery breath of terror, but 

 W:iedome re-collets thoſe powers which feare 

ſcatrerd, and to reſiſt with more valour the common 

enemy wirhour, makes an vnion within it ſeite. And 

thus fared it iately wich that politique body of the 

Empire , when as that barbarous inuation of the 

Turkes was expeRed in Chriltendome, which though 

by the grace of God (as wee faw in Poland) ir would 

peraduenture more have feared then hurt vs; yer thus 

much it wrought in the Imperiatifts, tharhe I mp. 
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all Maieſtic it ſelfe was more inclining to a peace in his 
owne Germany, then hee bath as yet made it appeare 
ro the world thar heis, fince that the 7 urkes by killing 
their owne Sultan (chat young and furious 0O/mas ). 
baue not onely giuen leaue ro the Emperour to 
employ his power in ſundry places; but haue alſo ſent 
their Ambaſtador, to intreate his Maieſtie to continue 
the league with their new Sultan. Wirneſle chat haſty 
meeting of the Auſtrian and Hungarian States in the 
Dyet at 0denburgh, begun in May laft,to call-in Beth- 
lem Gabor : Witneſle aifo that aflembly of Amball- 
dors, to conſult of a peace at Brufell, (which though 
hee procured not, yet he conſented, and ſent vnto)al- 
though in it all parties receiued not that expedted (a-

lique Princes of the Empire,both Spirituall and Tem- 
porall,appointeda yeare ſince to be held at Ratisbone, 
or Regenſþwrg, (vpon the River Danubizs,on the con- 
fnes ot Bavaria) which being ſeuerall times proclay, 
med, and as often — and ſo many petitions 
of SubicAs, and Requeſts of other Princes and Am-- 
baſſadors., being reterred thither for their antweres 
breedes a probable ſbſpition in ſome of the Empire, . 
that it will not be ſo foone as it was expeRed: but no. 
doubt in time, his Imperial! Maieſty will in bis wiſe- 
dome take ſome courſe to give every man fatisfatti- 
on, although they ftay for it. For thus they write of 
that Dyer, cuen from Yze2n4 it ſelfe, the Chamber ot- 
the Empire, where tis likely, that though thoſe miſte- 
ries of State, and thoſe Sacra Arcana Impery, be kept 
ſecret, yet ſomething will be whiſpercd of them, as of 
Chamber newes; and the letters hence, are worth ſo - 
much-the more credit, then from another place; as . 
eye-witnefles are morefully to be beleeued,then thoſe 
ort vpon hear-ſay; They then of Jiennawrite,.. 
atſocuer is giuen out of the. Dyer, yet they

| no preparations of the Empcrour himſelfe 
to ſer forward; altboughrhe Harbengers have beene 
warned to goe before ro provide for him ; who as 
though he had finiſhed his Warre,and had eſtabliſhed 
a peage aircady, and were gining God thanks for it, 
is rather impioyed abour building of Churches : for 
vpon the eight of September laft, his Maieſtie, with his 
new Empreſleand Sonne folemnely went in procel- 
ſton from the Capuchins, tothe Court of Schamburg, 
where their Maieſties layd the firſt ftone of anew 
Church to be built for the Capuchins, having firſt (tor 
fo v'd the Romanes) laide ſeuerall piecesof Gold and 
Siluer vnder their own Stones,and in the foundation, 
they afterward heard a Maſle there very deuoutly. 
This Chorch is intended to be ſo ſumptuous, thar ir 
is reported that the bones of the late Emperour Aa- 
#445 and his wife ſhall be remoued thither, and thar 
this Empereur and Emprefle themſelves intend to be 
there entombedalſo ; and thus, though all his time 
benot fo taken vp, yet is ſome of it thus ſpent ; ſo re- 
ligious motions Emperours ſometime have, as to con- 
fider that Matieſtie is but mortall,though ir be ſacred ; 
I wiſh he would as well conſider thoſe poore ſoules, 
both in his owne and the Proteſtant Armies, whoſe 
carkaſes haue no other Tombe, then the bowels of 
wilde Beaſts, and Birds, nor other Canopy , but the 
heaven; then peraduenture thoſe boutefeaus , where . 
ere they be, and incendiaries of the world, who ma- 
ny times for their owne particular ſpleene or profit, 
incenſe Princes againſt their Subiecs, ſhould not hin- 
der that expeRed meeting at Ratiſboxe, nor diſapoint 
ſo many, as haue both prepared, ſer forward, and 
come thither vpon the former ſummons,as hauingre-- 
ceiued no-countermand from Court. For they write 
from Pranckfort,that the Lawdteraue of Dermſiat (their 
next ncighbour) had lately ſent diuers of his mo be-- 
ore, ,

fore, and was himſelfe ready to beginne his journey 
tro that Ele&orall day ( as they call it) at Regensjurg; 
and that the Ele&or of Culles went the laſt wedne(- 
day ( befor= the 27. of Septezwber ) 0n-wards on his 
way thirher, and chat about the firſt of this 0705er, 
the Prince, Archbiſhop, Eletor of Mexts , intended 
to ſet out, but newes came from Yiexna , that they 
need not be too haky in ſending-in their prouiſion, or 
taking-vp cheirlodgings there;for it was thought thar 
the Dyet would be deferred till the firſt or nineteenth 
of 1anzary; and after this from Cullex the fourth of 
October they write : that the Eletors of Afextz and 
Triers, haue excuſed their meeting in perſon, at the 
Dyet: the ſame hauediuers others likewiſe done, and 
yer neuerthicleſle it is beleened that the Dyer ſhall be 
kept, though the time be vncertaine. 

' Bur whether it be deterred ſo long, either in expe- 
&ation of the comming of ſome other Ambaſſadors, 
or ti]! excution be done vpon ſome great Pcrſonages 
yetin Bohemia, or till the rumors of thoſe new bruites 
of Commotion there be allayed, {chere bein 
much talke of. a reuolt of the Praguers, ) that ſo the 
Dyet may goe on the quieter, the diſturbers being 
made away ; or till that Glatz betaken in , and Mazx- 
Leim and Franckendale giuen vp, and the. County of 
Thorne, and the Marqueſle of Jegeren/dorffe brought 
in, or vanquiſhed, ſo to make that meeting both a 
Triumph and a Conſultation;thatlikea Ceſar he may 
give lawes toall, and not ſtand to capiculareon con» 
ditions propoſed to him by other inferiour States; or 
that ſome buſineſle is not yet fil ripe ; or for ſome. 
other myſtery of State, were abſurd to gueſſe, This 
is ſurely afticrmed that the execution and the warres 
coe forward. For from Brin in Morania the twelfth of 
September they write, that divers Lords and men of 
tore werea few dayes before proclaimed traitors,and 
their 


and Titles forfeited, their Lands and ail their goods, 
moueable andimmoueable confiſcate,and immediate- 
Iy ſeiz:d vpon inthe Emperours name. The names 
of thule which were mentioned 1n the Proclamation 
arcthele: vis. 

Ladiflags Charies wan 1ſcheratin , William an Rop- 
pos, Hans Bernard van Cucynowils,Chriſlofer Bergher, 
Herman van Bucyeim, Andreas (the younger) van Bus 
ehetim, Grorce Fredericke of Regenſdorp, Hans Schelley- 
dorp. Wentſcll Butewerky, Hans Schabowesky, Chriſiafer 
Sealzky, Hans Bartels Kypenweruen, Borich Bremiſia, 
Hans Ader van Wukow, Hans Adelbach, and 1nrian El- 
lenboghep : Theſe lixteene are to be execured as they 
can betaken. And ifthe Proverbe(as | thiake)tooke 
his beginning from this cuſtome, T hat hee that hath 
loſt his good name is halte hanged;then are theſe Gen- 
tlemen whoſe names are thus ignominioully fixt vp- 
on the gibbets, ſure to ſuffer for ic 3 God grant them 
their crofle patiently in this world. 

And in Morasia allo (as appeares by Letters from 
Vienna Sept. 21.) the Commiſhoners for the Emperor 
haue begun to examine the cauſes of the deceaſed Re 
bels,(as they call chem) as if ſhame were a greater py- 
niſhmentthen death,or they wouitd- ſummon the dead. 
to anſwere their offences 1n this life, in the Court of 
Purgatory : or elſe their goods muſt be conkilcated, 
and their heires afficed, for that their Fathers dyed 
before their troubles came vpen themzand next ((aid 
bhe Letters) they will ſfoone come to tryail of thoſe 
which are alive. 

Thus it ſeemes, the King of Bohemia hath yet ſome: 
wel-willers in thoſe parts, both vnexecuted, and vn» 
conuerted ro the Emperour. Wirncfle thoſe of the 
Towne of G/a:7, who have held out fo tamous, fo 
hard, and ſo long a ficge againſt the Eee :

very likely to-have created his Maicſtiea great deale of 
trouble, had not part of their City, and much of their 
Prouilion beene caſually fired by the ſparkes which 
feil into their powder, trom their owne ſuburbs, fired 
by themſelues, that the Imperialiſts ſhould haue no 
harbour in them. W hich caſualty happened vpon the 
20, of September, as Letters from Breſlaw, dated the 
25. relate, when a part of their wall , and two pieces 
ot Cannon falling downe with the fire, the Imperia- 
lifts aduanct toa Scaladoe, bat were beaten oft , and 
receiued 500. {mal} ſhot in their comming on, and 
200. in their going off, from the Garrifons ſally. And 
yet beſides this, are they within the Towne at this 
prelent in ſo much worſe caſe then before, by how 
much now they without arein better : For the [mpe- 
rialiſts have newly re-enforc't their troopes before the 
Towne, and relieucd thoſe that haue layne there any 
time, for it is written from 1/aorp in Sileſia Septem..26, 
that the ſtanding Campe in Silefiais lately broken vp, 
and gone both horſe & foot with ſeuenteene Pieces of 
Canon, and 1700. pound of powder to the fiege of 
Glatz, where they arriued the 27. day of September, 
what they can be able to doe,time will tell vs. Inthe 
meane time they ſay thar there are diuers 1000%. of 
Coſacks lately fallen into the: borders of Sleſic ; all 
men report riot alike what their intent is. 'Sgme af- 
firmethat the Marquefle of Jegerenſdorff hath appoin- 
red them to come and raiſe the [iepe'of Glatz, But 
thoſe of Yienna write, that they came and offred their 
ſcruiceto the Empereur 3 but he vnderſtanding that 
they were ſome mutinous bands and Rebells, refu- 
ſed their ſervice, and in regard of their cruelties and 
tyrannies, all of them were commanded out of the 
Empyre. | 


Peraduenture

Peraduenture theſe are thoſe Coſacks and Crabats 

who hauing laine in the Palatinate and thereabours, 
(as by Letters from Francfort, Sep. 17. is related,) 

were to meet altogether about the thitd of this, 00- 
ber, ( their appointed rendeuous,being at Oppenheim) 

where they wereto croſle the Rhine) 8 gc towards 
A who marching vp in one groſle body toward 
S:ilefia,through which Countrey (as Letters from Bre- 
ſlaw, Sept. 26. affirme) they reſolued to force their paſ- 
ſage, being come almoſt as farre as the City of News. 

Andabour this time 5000. of them thruſt themſclues 
into S;/efia, croſſing the Riuer of 0der necre Tropics - 

they marche towards Boheme, and for thatthere were 
13000, more to come after them, there were appoyn- 
ted certaine forces to oppoſe them , for they pillage 
and burne all whereſocuer they come : But howlſoe- 
uer they offertheir ſeruice to rhe Emperour, hee yet 
wiſhes the Empire were wellrid of them. And now 
whether or no ifthe Emperout hath 1efuſed their ſer- 
uice, and commanded them out ofthe Empirc,they be 
come 1n unto Jegerenſdorp, or went voluntary to 
him, or whatelſe is yet become of them, is nor yet 
related. 

And thus (it ſeemes) is that part of the Empire bu- 
fied : nor isthis all; but from Prague the 29. of Sept. 
tidings came that 7egerenſdorp being paſtthe white hill, 
was come to Scalitz,with certaine troopes of Hunga- 
rians to reskew the Towne & Fort of G/at7, And from 
Norimberg, Octob. 1. they write that the Marqueſle of 
legerenſdorff is faln into Bohemia with 10000.,men,and 
raiſed the ſiege of Glatz, and flaine many of the Em- 

erours men : inſomuch that it is thought hee will bee 
ainc to callvp Aoxſicur T _ from the Pallatinate ; 
an 


The Siege of 
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and chat Bethlem Gaborhath broken off the peace with 
the Empcrour, andthat his Brother hath an Army of 
300c0. on foote. But there haue beene ſo many re- 
ports of this Princes proceedings, that though people 
here would willingly belicue that he is fallen our with 
the Emperour,8 thoughthis newes may be true z- yer 
they ſay they haue been ſo often decciucd, that they 
dare not giue fall creditro the firſt newes of him , al- 
though this report be alſo newly confirmed by aduice 
from Amſterdam, Octob, 14. which in theſe words af. 
firme;that there is a new commotion in Hungaria, by 
meanes of the diſſention betwixt the Emperenr and 
Bethlem Gabor ,and that in regard ofthe ſame,the Em- 
perour hath commanded diuers of his forces out of 
Germany ,to come into Bahemia. 

Which laſt part of the newes moſt of vs wiſh(T hope) 
were true, namely,that fome of Monficnr Tilleys Come 
panies,or all, were called outof Germany; that ſo as 
Florws obſerued of the Ilands, many of which were 
much abour a time conquered by the Romans, 1am ad- 
erat (fayes hee) quaſi Fatum Inſularum , ſo that wee 
might hereafter ſay of Sciges, lam aderat fatum obſidio- 
ni ſoluendarum, the times then incline to be happy for 
raiſing of Sieges: that ſo as. we arc ſure of the raiſing 
of the Siege of Frankendale, and of Mountabon, Ro- 
chel in France, and of Bergen inthe Low-Countries, 
and wee heare the ſame of Glatz, ſo wee might alſo 
heare as much of Manheim inthe Palatinate: Of which 
Towne and the whole Palatinate, this is the ſureſt re- 
port euen from the beſt hands, which wee here recci- 
ued on Friday laſt the4 1. of our 0&ober : which was, 
that Tilley had made his batterics in three ſeucrall pla- 

ces with a conſtant fury, and that the noble Generall 
. Feere 
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Yeere, hauing at firſt but 8. Companies of Engliſh and 
4000. Dutch, in the Towne : was not able ro man 
thoſe vaſt out-workes :- and therfore after ſome Salleys 
made brauely out vponthe Encmie,in one of which tis 
ſaid he killed 700. Enemies, withour any loſſeat all of 
his owne. Andin another, as Letters from Franck- 
fort, Sept. 29. ſay, hekilled 100. and almoſt deſtroy- 
ed one of their Batteries : and wilely conſidering that 
he had not men cneugh te doe fo often; hee ſuffe- 
red the Enemy to approach the Walls, himſelfe ſer- 
ting fire to an old Caſtle (which was not a pieceto be 
kept) Rtanding betwixtthe Towne and the Rivers: Bur 
if hewants not viuals and munition in the Towne, 
his Countrey men need not doubt, but through the 
grace of God and his owne valovur, he will not too rea- 
dily part with ſo ſmall a piece, but vpon honourable 
termes. The Enemy knowes by the Siege of Francken- 
- dale, defended by the valerous Caprtaine Burronghs, 
that the Engliſhmen can keepe a Hold. Nor had Hez. 
aleberg perhaps beeneſo cally raken in, had hee that 
commanded in the Caſtle, beene alſo the chicfe in the 
Fowne: for 'tis not to be doubted, but that hee who 
durft keepe an houſe when the City was taken, and 
breake 3. Pikes with his owne hands in defence of it, 
would not haue ſaued his life ſo ſoone as others did, by 
lofing a City and their honour together. But noble Sir 
Gerard tor ues haſt not diſhonoured thy Nation, 
or honourable name and Familie, by a baſe death; For 
dyed Abmer-as a foole dyed > Ler that whole EleQo- 
rall Caſtle (valorous man) be thy Monument, which 
ſtood and was loſt with thee; bee thou embalmed in 
thine own blood,8& be cuery mans good word thy Epi- 
rapb;&l1 deſire thy friends to accept of this Epicedinm. 
B 2 Britaine 
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Ritaine bare thee, Belgia bredd thee, 
Pembroke nam'd thee, Spaniards fled thee, 
T he Germans ſaw thee ſo behaue thee, 
All Tilley's power could not out-brane thee, 
T hree Pikes thou broakſt before they kild thee, 
With th'fourth in hand, both ſides beheld thee, 
Foes praiſe thy valonr, waile mm) death, 
And Heidleberg dy d with thy breath.

And this is the preſent eſtate of the poore Pullati- 
ate. There remaining onely Frankendale vabcliedged 
(if yer ſo)which is fear'd, that for want of prouifton 
it cannot doe now,as itdid againſt the Spaniards and 
Dos Cordoaua the laſt yeare: Colonell Bawres is Gouer- 
nour of Oppenheim tor Tilley. As for Dilſperg, a Caſtle 
neere Heidleberg , it followed the fortune of that chiefe 
City, being prefently after it \ummonedeand yeelded. 
as for Heidleberg it [:Ife,the Colonel Montaigne is now 
Gouernour of ir, and the keyes of that famous Libra- 
(the beſt for books in the world) which the D. of Ba- 
#aria calls his Iewell, (I wiſh he would take the great 
Tunne for it :) the keyes of it, I ſay,are giuen tothe Ie- 
ſuites, and we may ſhortly looke for in print,ſuch cor- 
rupt Copies out of ſo many faire and authenticke ma- 
nufcripts ; as the holy ſociety with a tricke that they 
haue, vie to put vpon vs,and their owne Nouices, As 
for the chicfte Church wherein this faire Library was 
kept; it was preſently taken poſſeſſion of by the Ge- 
nerall of the Auguſfinzes,who pretended that it had ſom- 
times belonged ro the Fryers of his Order. 

The Enemy atfirmes that they loſt but 150, men at 
it, but there were 1100. Citizens to be buricd after the 
furic was ouer ; Thoſe that were left, were enforcedto 
lweare 
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ſweare tothe Emperor ( not for cuer, but ) for ſo long 
as he pleaſes, and are generally enforced to come to 
Maſle. There is ſcarcefix penny-worth of wares to be 
ſecne in any (ſhop of the Towne,but in one Apotheca- 
ries; and the towneſmen goe 3s farre as Franckford to 
buy their prouifion. Ar my Lord of Belfaffs comming 
from thence, Mr. Burlemachi was left there as Agent 
for him. Andthus goe the letters from Franckforr, 
Sept. 29. concerning the Palatinate. 

You hauc heard before, how fome of the principall 
States who were to be at this Dyet of Ratisbon were 
emploicd, and how the three Spirituall FleQors, the 
three Princes Archbiſhops were ready for their Iour- 
ney ; youhaue heard alſo; how the firſt of the Tempo- 
rall EleQors ſuffers in his two Palatinates,and as for the 
other two Ele@ors the Duke ot Saxozie, and the Mar- 
queſlſe of Brandenbureh, pleale you to heare what Re- 
port ſayes of them two. 

By notice from Fraxckford, Sept. 29.we vnderſiand 
that theſe two EleQors of Sexoxy and Brandenburgh, 
haue met at Jutterbach, and mary ae {ome daies ro. 
gether; by intelligence from Berlin the 22. of Seprem- 
ber, we heard more particularly, that the Marqueſle of 
Brandenburgh ſet forward onthe 17. day, and arriued 
there the 18. where he found the Duke,with whom he 
is to confer til the 25.when they both intend to depart. 

Andlerters from Lipſich, Sept: 30. ſay, thar the 19. 
day they feaſted one andther, andconfirmed their bro- 
therhood, and on the 21. they conferred ſecretly and 
confidently togerher,and the. 25. they rooke leaue and 
departed; but the ſubie@ and concluſion of their 
conference is kept very cloſe and ſecret : Onely thus 
much ſome are bold to gueſfle atby the ſequele , s 
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Date a fone” the ſlaughter houſe.  Butycrt no wiſe man will thinke 


with Duke of that exceptions or ſcandall will bee taken at ſuch a ray. 
ling leſuires letter, as to make ſuch preparations as

the two Princes conſulting fer the good of the Empire 
and peace of the States; affirme that there was an o- 
verture of mariage made to the Duke by the Marques, 
to be berwixt Prince Lodoewick, brother to the King of 
Bohemia,and 4 Lady the dukes fiſter,as the letters from 
Norimberg, Octob. 1. calls her, or elle his Neece, the 
daizghter of his deceaſed brother, as the Newes from 
_Amfterdam, 0ob.14.hauc it; (for tis reported from 
both theſe places, though ſomething diuerflic) That 
ſo ſome ot that blood which hath heretofore been ſpilt, 
may be recouecred inlove and friendſhip berwixt theſe 
Princes. AHhd ſomewill necdes make Saxony the wil- 
linger to embrace this offer, for ſome diſcontents 
which he hath recciued; for that peraduenture he may 
at laſt conſider that he,though a Lidditcas,y et by thus 
perſecuting the Caluinifts, may with his left hand 
quickly chop off his right,before he be aware: and that 
when he has made away his beſt friends, his own turne 
may be next, For the Ieſuits will haue none to be Ca- 
tholiques, bur Papiſts, tis no matter though they bee 
Chriſtians : And that this was not onely a danger, bur 
was like co proue a praQice vpon his perſon and ſtare, 
ſo ſoone as their turne was ſerued with this forces ; he 
had a fairer warning by an intercepted letter, as tis re- 
ported for certaine, (you ſee how confident the Dutch 
newes from Amſterdam, Otober 1. is,) thattheD. 
of Saxony hath of late receiued an intercepted letcer, 
written by a Icſuite of note, to another of his order , 
wherein he wrote;that when the Leanc Hogges thould 
bediſpatchr, the fat Saxiſh Hogs ſhould next gocto 
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they ſay he does : But whereas he hath beene at exceſ- 


ſive charges in maintaining the Emperours quarrell of 
which heisnor yet reimburſed,8& ſeeing euidet tly that 
the Duke of Bauaria hath had a greater ſhare in the 
ſpoile then he,as hauing quietly enioicd the Renenues 
ol the vpper Palatinate two Harueſts together, and e- 
ver {ince Count Mansfield left it, and being in ſuch 
poſſibility for the lower ?fa!rz alſo: hauinghad beſides 
better ſecuritie for his charges ofthe warre,(the wiiole 
vp per A»/iria being configned-over into Bawvariacs 
hands as a Reall Cantion,til he were paid out of there- 
uenewes of itz) all which might be an occaſion that he 
ſaw himſelfe & his ſervice in S:leria to be diſreſpetted, 
tn compariſon ofthe Bax4rian & his ſeruices at Pragne 
and inthe Palatinates, And this heart-burning ſome 
make to be the fewell of that diſſention, which the Sax- 
#1 was the apter to take from the Bawarias : for ſome, 
they ſay there is betwixt them, and ſo the forementio- 
ned letters from Norimberg & Amſterdam both athirine, 
which being notin the ſame words,(hew that they both 
recciued thenewes from variety of reports. Aid thus 
far their relations urge the diſcontents; That whereas 
the Duke of Saxony had diſcharged the fovldiers which 
he had levied for the Emperors {eruice, he hath againe 
entertainedthem in his owne name, ſeeing hee is dit- 
contented with the D. Baxaria, To which the Franck. 
fart relation addes, ſpecifying alſo the companies:that 
they were 6. Troopes of Horſe, which hee at firſt caſt, 
and after entertained for himſclte,and ſent a you deal 
of money from Lipſich to Duringen, to pay their Offi- 
cers and ſouldiers, To which the Amſterdam report 
addes further, that with thoſe companies hee demands 
his moneys of the Emperour, which he laid out in his 


ſeruice ; whatwill enſue of their diſcontents,time will 
ſhew ; 
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ſhew ; peraduenture theſe Relations may bee ſtreyned 
too high, or theſe two Princes may be made friends a- 
gaine and we neuer heare ofir, which will make people 
ſuſped theſe reports for lies ; for thoſe that judge of 
things by the euents,and not by the counſailes; wilnor 
belceue there was euer ſo great a cauſe of enmity, 
when they ſce not the parties breake forth into termes 
of Hoſtility p 

And now to bring you neerer home to the Low Conn- 
try buſines,there is afforded an occaſion to ſtay you by 
the way on the banks of the Rhixe at thefiege of Papen- 
mutz,, A Fort builded by the States in an {land of the 
Rhine nere to Callen, being a place of great aJuantage 
to the States, both to command the Rhine, and the 
ſhips that paſſe vp & down that way,as alſo it is a grear 
cie-ſoare tothe EleAorall City of Cullen it (elfe : no 
maruailethen if the Enemy labours to take it out ofthe 
States hands, and they dotheir beſt ro defend it. 

By letters from Cullcs, 0Fob. 4. wee underſtand thar 
on Michaelmas day a yeare fince,the fort of Papenmut7 
was begun to be builded: which being before beſieged, 
the garifon init, as if for the honor of their fortreſſes 
Birth day,gaue the beſiegers a luſty peale of Ordnance 
and ſhot moſt fiercely al that day,8& the Encmies from 
their trenches,(like 2. friendſhips after along voyage, 
now being nerc home & in ken one of anothers flags ) 
anſwered them as braucly. The cnemy had newly gorte 
ademic Cannon from Dsſſe/dorp. Burthe murthering 
peice which was new caft to ſhoote wild-fire & grana- 


docs into the fort, was burſt at the firſt criall. The beſte-® 


gers haue ſince becge relicucd, ( as letters from Culler, 
Odeb. 8. certific vs) namcly with certaine waggons 
with amunition from Glick which arriucd in the camp 
before Papermut;, out of the ſconce at Berchem; 
Vpon 
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Vpon which ſupply of powder and ſhot, the beſiegets 
Gs it totell the Fort that they had it for them, and that 
they did not. mean to keepe it long by them) on the Wed- 
neſday before the 8.of their Otober,diſcharged 52.Can- 
non {hot againſt the Fort,& the Fort anſwered the Campe 
in the like tune. And the new batrerie which the beſiegers 
kaue raiſed betweene Cullex and the Fort, at Ryndorp, is 
ready.and planted with 4.peeces of whole Cannon,which 
will likewiſe very ſhortly be heard. Since this, they ſay 
Count Mansfield is gone up to raiſe the liege, and Henry 
Fandenberg after him\' ; but yet this is not yet ſeconded 
{ince the7.of our 0Fober. Thus leauing the Fort of Pa- 
nog in the ſame ſtate you hearc it was the 8. of Oto- 

, we will bring you neerer home, to the Low-Coun- 
tries themſelves;and ſee how it fares with the States there, 
after the ſiege of Bergen, and how both their faire Armies 
haue diſpoſed one of another in the field. 

Ic is euery mans obſcruation, that the greater noiſe till 
drownesthe leſſer ; which is one of the reaſons why this 
weeks Low Dutch Currants, which came no further then 
from them: fill their Readerseares with that cracke of Sp#- 
wolaes breaking up his liege, where he fate downe in thun- 
der, and roſe in lightning,by the light (they meane) of the 
fire burning in his owne forſaken quarters. The Dutch 
therefore,(who vſc not ſo flightly to paſle ouer whar they 
doe either valiantly or fortunately) haue not yet it ſeemes 
done reioycing,for the happy apd vnexpected deliuerance 
of their towne, and to proucke vs to rejoyce with them, 
would not (it ſeemes) this weeke impart too much of 0- 
ther matters, but their own : which is the reaſon that from 
thence, we can impart (© little varietie vnto you. And 


for that men deſire to heare the thing, and then the man- 
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ner of it, pleaſe you to take ir in their owne words, how 
Spinolaes forſaken quarters were firſt viſited by the beſie- 
ged, andthe Prince of 0raxge himſelfe, and the moſt parr 
of his Army (for men delire to looke into the Lyons 
denne, when the Lyon is away) and how they gaue God 
thankes for the viftorie, and how after the holy day was 
done, euery man retired to his ſtation,to looke to Spizola, 
who purpoſes ſtill ro cut out more worke for them. 

Some reports ſay, that the Prince of _ Armie 
lying at Roſſendale, when Spinole went by with his; thar 
Colonell Morgan obſeruing the enemies march, made this 
propoſition in good earneſi,to his Excellency; T hatifhe 
would be pleaſed to giue him bur 5009. men which he 
would chooſe, he would aduenture his head of it, that 
he would cut off one ward of Spinolaes Armie, and per- 
forme ſome notable peece of ſeruice. Others afhrme al- 
fo, that the braue Count Mansfield (who had the Van of 
the Granes Army) would faine have giuen in vpon Spr- 
zola as he lay at the ſiege intrenched, and giue a.Camilado 
upowhis Campe, and ſo bid him baſe at his owne gole 
did alſo now againe with more earneſtneſſe, nay euen 
vpon his knees (as they ſay) defire the Prince of Orange, 
thar he might have keaue to affront him in his march, thar 
theenemy might know, thathe ſhould not be ſuffered to 
fir downe at a ficge and then leaueit, and goe which way 
he liſted, athis owne pleaſure : Burthat he ſhould know, 
that the Count Mansfield was inthe Campe ; and that he, 
who being before but a Captaine, and hauing no other 
earthly friend to rely vpon, but his ſword andhis owne 
valour , durſt offer with a few priuate companies of ad- 
uenturers (and thoſe Germans too) to force his paſſage 
through an enemy countrey z where,with double the for- 
Ces, 
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ces, and treble the meanes, he was way-laid by Dox Cor- 
doxa (xe weekes before : and came off brauely, and wich 
vitorie. But cheſe two valorous reſolutions ot the braue 
; Colonel Morgan, and Genera)l Mansfield, were by the 
. Prince of Orange, heard, coniidered vpon, thanked, and 
refuſed.: for the Prince well knew that Spinola vnderſtood 
what he did,and that he did now riſe, and not runne away, 
and that be would not through ra{hneſle runne his head 
into a nooze,or be catcht like a foule in a ſpringe ; Burt ſut- 
fered him to-paile by : Not for that he diſapproued theſe 
two Gentlemens iudgements, who he well knew, were 
likely to haue beene as good as their words : but he well 
conlidered this could not be performed without ſome 
loſſerto of his owne ide, and that the enemy, though 0- 
uerthrowne, yet they being ſure of ſupplies of men from 
other nations, which he was not ; and that men were nor 
to be minted, forecaſt well enough, that they could better 
endure it,to be oftner ouercome,then he was to ouercome 
them ; and therefore thought to preſerue his men for ſome 
maine exploit, conſidering withall, how honorable a 
ctowne the Ciuick garland was, and how good a Patriot 
he is, that preſerues a Citizen. And thus therefore, not 
out of any coldneſle of age or courage,but vpon the wiſe- 
dome of an experienced Commander, helert Spinola goe 
by ; remembring, that the Ancients held this as a maxime 
of warre, That it thine enemy will flic,nake him a bridge 
of {ilver to palle from thee. 

The two Armies being thus parted, and Spizola vpon 
his march, we will leaue him till we mecte him againe at 
his ſetting downe his Reereguard being yet in light; af- 
ter his excellency with Count Marsfiel2 had the 4. of 
OKober viſited the Citie,& ouer-viewed Sp/nolaes workes 
about the towne.as alſo the next day Count Erneſtus did ; 
C 2 an 
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and that 50. of Spinolaes men who had enſconſed them- 
ſelues in the ſame place where ſometimes the Caſtle of 
Wowe ſtoode, had beene in his Excellencies and the 
Ztates name,ſummoned by a Trumpet, and had yeelded: 
The Prince and the otker Commanders, the ſame night 
returned to the ſtanding Campe at Roſlendale, which he 
fortified within trenches of nine or ten foote high, where 
they yetare. 

In the meane time, werethe Townſmen imployed in 
ranſacking the enemies trenches , where although they 
found nor all left behinde, which Spizo/a could not 
carrie away (for he had himſelfe burnt 890. of bis owne 
waggons) yet they found much pillage, which was ſold 
by the Drum,as Oftober the 8.there were {ould 72. horſe 
and three wagons of the enemies, and the 19. day like- 
wiſe divers Muskets, Rapiers, Caſlocks, Breeches, Cloaks, 
Armors, Piſtols, &c. as the letters from the Campe at 
Roſ/enaale report. 

And letters from Bergen afhirme that they found Ar- 
mours and weapons enough for 3999. men. And ma- 
ny {icke and wounded Engliſh and Scots, whom, as 
letters from Berger it ſelfe relate, Spinola had left behind 
him, to the miſery of the mercileſle fire ; as if their ſatetic 
had beene no part of his care, or that when the Spaniards 
and Italians were prouided for; licke ſtrangers of other 
nations were accounted bur as the luggage of his Army : 
but this perhaps might be bur their misfortune, and 
might haue befallen others if they had lien in the ſame 
quarters. Some fortie of the enemies at that time came 
in to Bergen, offering their ſeruiceto the Towne, pro- 
miling-that if they might haue a Rendezuous appoin- 
ted them whither tro come, that 2000, more would wil- 
tingly come in alſo, WON" | 
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 Aﬀer this the Townſmen fell totheir triumphes,where 
imagine (beſides ſore volleyes of ſhot diſcharged ) that 
you heard of Bels,Bone-fires,and barrels of Bergen beere, 
and you have moſt of their triumph in the Towne : Nei- 
ther did Amſterdam itfelfe, hold it any ſuperſtition, to 
hang an hundred and fiftielights upon their Church-ſtee- 
ple,in ſ{igne of joy, all night long,and to make a thouſand 
Bone-fires : where alſo theſe good things were added to 
their Sermons and thankeſgiving to God ; that the ninth 
of Oober, there was a Proclamation againft Swearers ; 
the penalty was,that thoſe youthes that were heard (weare 
an oath, ſhould have their upper garment taken away by 
an Officer authoriſed for the purpoſe ; and the next time 
he was to endure a corporall puniſhment. 

But to leavethe Towne as Spirola did, and follow him 
as wepromilſed.. It is written from Rgſ/endall, Oftober 
the eleventh ;_T hat yeſterday morning certaine Compa- 
mes of our foot, which wereabroad all the night before, 
returning into the Campe, related, that it was ſuſpe&ted 
that Spinola after he had left Antwerp, would march to 
Turnhout, and ſet his Campe downe before the Citie cal- 
led the Grane : whichreport is thus ſeconded from 4m- 
fterdam, of letters of the next daies date, Oftober the 
twelfth ; We heare that Spinola hath beleagred the Grave, 
which we ſuppoſe will giue him as good entertainment 
as Bergen hath done. 

But whether hee hath done this 6r no, this 1s certaine, 
that he lies in,or about Brecht: and the letters out of Bra- 
bant afhirme how victuals are about his Campe. Namely, . 
that the meaſure of corne which in former time was fold 
for foure ſhillings, coſts now thirteene and fourteene ſhil- 
lings : apound of Cheeſe nine pence, and a Herring two 
pence : Andas for money, it is ſaid, that they are not ſo 
C9 Auſh,. 
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Auſh, as aforetimes, and therefore the letters from By4- 
bant (ay 3 That the Dollars coyned in Brabars, with the 
pictures of the Archduke and Archducheſle, are now a- 
gaine received vnder the name of Philips (of Spaine) with- 
out the name of the Archducheſle once mentioned : 
whereby it is conjeAured (this is alſo in theletter ) thar 
S$paine hath taken the government of theſe Provinces to 
her ſelfe againe. | 

Thus ſcantthen money and vifuals being inthe Camp; 
no marvell if ſouldiers goe,where they hope for better en- 
tertainment, For that Relation which you bad the laft 
weeke, how that fifteene hundred Italians, horſe and foor, 
ſhould leave Spinols, and offer their ſervice tothe States; 
is ſeconded from Amſterdam, how that certaine of the 
enemies for the moſt part Italians, repaire to Gennep neere 
the River of Maſe, becauſe of their bad payment,and en- 
creaſe daily, ſerting up ſundrie Bills, whereby they delire 
all them thar cannot gettheir pay,to come to them at Gew- 
ep, and they will ſhew them, how they may get it: it is 
thought that ere long there will be two or three thouſand 
of them. Their Officers come now and then to Nimme- 
gen to buy and prouide their neceſlaries. 

But this is but an ordinarie praQtiſe of ſouldiers, to 
ſhifc ſtill for better entertainment z the wonder is why the 
Italians ſhould forſake their coumriman Spinolaes Co- 
lours. But Patris e3# wbicunque bene; and peradventure 
fome Dutchmen may doeas much for the States. And 
yet for all this it is ſaid that Spinols is fortie thouſand 
ſtrong, and is very buſie about (ſomething wharſocuer it 
be, and there .is exceeding much expetted. 

But to leaue him and returne to the Princes Campe at 
Roſſendal, and to tell you what ſtrength he is ableto make- 
againſt Spinolaes fortie thouſand, T hisitis aid, _ ; 
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fides theſe three thouſand which he left with Prince Hew- 
arick at Schenck Sconle, to wait vpon Henry Yandenberg, 
that he brought thele forces after him.Firſt went himſelte 
with nine Cornets of horſe, and eightie ix Companies of 
foot. Next followed him Count Mansfield with fiftie 
foure Corhets of horſe,and forty fiue Companies of foot. 
Thirdly followed Graue Erpeff,Governour of Freezland, 
with two and twentie Cornets of horſe, and one and 
ewentie Companies of foot. Fourthly.the Duke of Brux- 
(wick, with nine cornets of horſe, and twelue Companies 
of foor. And laſtly, the Heer van Marquet, with foure 
thouſand horſe, and ſixe thouſand foot, with incredible 
prouiſion of all ſorts fitting for the watre, and ſeuentie 
two, ſome lay ſeuentie five peeces of Cannon ; ſo that 
allowing butan hundred barely co a troope of horſe,and 
no moreto a Company of foot; the Prince of Orange 
hath with him 28800.horſe and foot inthe field, whereof 
about fifteene thouſand horſe. And this Armie he had to- 
gether in the beginning of ORober. Andall theſe are to: 
wait vpon Spizola whereſocver he ſettles. And there have 
alreadie beene ſome buſtling betweene the Prince of 0- 
range and Don Cordoas, comming to intercept the Prince, 
wherein they ſay that Doz Cordoua had much the worſt, 
and loſt ſome thouſands. And that alſo Prince Henry of 
Naſſaw hath lately had the better of Henry Vandenberg : 
But howſocuer, there is likely to be knocking, if winter 
arts not the fray. And itis ſaid from Amſterdam, Otto- 
rthe ninth, that they of Sluice haue taken in Dans by 
Bruges aftrong Fort : And that the Prince of Orange hath. 
otten a thouſand ſaile of flat-bottome ſhips and Hoyes, 
Be ſome proje& or other which he had in hand. To con- 
clude,there was neuer more expeRted on both ſides. And 
. thus haue we out ofthe Low Dutch copies, and Engliſh- 
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mens letters to their friends here, ginen you both what is 
newes there, at this preſent, and ſomething alſo to con- 
firme what wee heard before : wee make no newes our 
ſelues, nor put in any thing which wee findenot written 
and vpon their credits we requeſt you fo take it. 


From Vienna the 2.3. of September. 


The two and twentieth of this moneth was the Turkiſh 
Ambaſſador here ſtately received, and had audience from 
- the Emperourthe ſixand twentieth ; art which time hee 
preſented divers rich preſents vnto his Majeſhie, namely, 
foure ſtately horſe, with"Turkiſh furnitures: five Turkiſh 
Tapits, whereof one was made of pure filke: foure beds 
of iNlke, beſides diuers rich peeces of (iluer and gold,and 
were all carried by eight perſons. His propoſition is, that 
his Imperiall Majeftie would renew the Peace with the
